JT is often argued that for a propa¬ 
ganda movement any publicity is 
better than none. There is some¬ 
thing in the argument so long as 
one bean in mind its limitations and 
dangers. And this is of coum; par¬ 
ticularly true so far as anaTichist 
propaganda is concerned for it 
stands to reason that if the oigans 
of mass communications are wiEing 
to discuss anarchism or anaichist 
activity they will do so in most cases 
in an unfavourable manner, ^"hat 
anarchists^ at most, can hope is that 
among the public yviW be a few 
individuals who read between the 
lines of the garbled report feature 
or what have you. and ’vnW want to 
find out more for themselves about 
what anarchism really stands for. 


The Anarchist Image 


We can only judge the effect of this 
^'publicity" from the enquiries 
the movement receives as a result 
of it and this can be summed up in 
one word: ‘*minimar\ 

It is not that we are opposed to 
mass communications in principle— 
any more than we are oppos^ to 
mass production—so long as such 
methods serve The needs of. ^rithout 
enslaving, mankind. But just as 
capitalist production does not sen^ 
those needs (millions of people in 
the world go hmigry)^ why assume

this, it was arraottoced that the building 
trade unions had negoiiatcd a sick-pay 

eis £3 per week benefit for sickness or 
injury, piroviding dhat pdor to,.the claim 
then; has been four weeks employment 
out of the preceding ei^t weeks. There 
particulaTS will be ascertained by means 
the "holiday cards" 'which are 
stamped and paid for by the employers 
and protidc the msi with about two- 
thinte of tbeir 'weekly pay for rack 
week of fbetr annual hoUifeLy, 

One union leader has been full of 
praise for thts sick sdiemc. calling it 
"the greatest step forward in benefits 
since the 'war." That is progress for 
you. and when one considers that the 
buildiag industry has one of the highest, 
if not the high^. accident rate of all, 
this £3 is a mere pittance. 

There is widespre^ dissatisfaction 
aiaotig building wodEcrs over last year's 
3->xar tie-up settlcincm and this has 
been increased by the amount of publi¬ 
city now given to the building industry' 
Bardly a day goes by without some 
coroment in the national press about 
new methods of building, standardisation 
of materials and system and indusirial- 
iaed building. Workers themselves sec 
the changes taking place day by day. 
They asc new tools, new materials and 
often there is crantinual pressure to speed 
up the job. From this they feel they 
are not getting a high enough f«^n, 
and considering that for the seocmd 
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quarter of this 5 'ear output was up by 
15 per cent ov^x the same period last 
year, they are justified in this claim. 
This has been achieved with an increase 
of only 11% in the labour force. Part 
of it is due to improved plant and a 
planned continuity of work, but never¬ 
theless in the main it has been done by 

With this increased output, which is 
expected to coritinue. the workep arc 
tied down to the three year agreement 
ending iiext NovEmber 'arith a pajtry 
increase of 2id. per hour for craftsmen 
and a taiscrable, insulting Id for labour* 
ara. In fact the labourers will only have 
got 5dL per hour extra over the whole 
three years. 

By the very nature of the industry. 
St is v^- hard to organise on union 
lines. Men join on one site and drop 
out on the next In fact only about half 
of the 1 million workers in the industry 
hold trade union tickets, and^ most of 
this has been achieved by unionists on 
the jobs. In the months preceding the 
strike last year, a few stewards got 
together ajod fomied an unofficial group- 
ing. calling it the Joint Sites Committcic. 
It grew and became veiy representative 
of the ori^nised sites in London, with 
contact with similar bodies in other 
parts of the country.* 

It is again gating down to putting the 
case for &esh demands from the em- 
plO'ers. In a recent leaflet. for 

Action"* are listing five points for which 
the J,S*C. is campaigning. These are 
(1) Forty-hour week, (2) The balance of 
the l/6d. per hour (for which we went 
on strike last year), (3) Three weeks 
annual holiday with pay, (4) Sick 
pay that is realistic with the cost of 
living. (5) 100% Trade Union or^nisa- 
tion on every job. site. shop. etc. 

The leaflet goes on. '‘Tf is useless 
moaning and groaning about bad condi¬ 
tions, absence of proper welfare facili¬ 
ties, low pay. which means long hours 
to get a docent wage packet, if you arenl 
prefnred to fight to get these conditions 
changed. The rates of pay for building 
workers lire scandalously low Yet the 
industry has never been so prosperous 
or so busy. We all know of the vast 
profits that the building employers arc 
making." 

This committee is holding a meeiing 
soon 1o discuss their campaign and lo 
JUiet the views of other workers and to 
try* to get them lo take part in the work 
of the oommittcc. This form of unoffi¬ 
cial organisation must be extended lo 
link up each site and shop. li is vital 
that other areas form similar groups and 
that they work together to make these 
demands a reality, for it is only by 
action by the mnk and file that these 
five points will be gained. p.T.

Our view thi^refore is that 
anarchists should discount the value 
of the capitalist Press as a possible 
propaganda outlet Cf^xcept through 
paid advertisements) and that if an¬ 
archist ideas are ever to be accepted 
by large sections of the community 
it will be the direct result of our 
efforts as anarchists and through our 
propaganda reaching large numbers 
of people. 

There are some anarchists today 
who, conscious of‘- the publicity 
achieved by the sit^ow'n movement 
in its early days, fondly imagine that 
our activity must be geared to catch¬ 
ing the eye of the new's-editors of 
Fleet Street with gimmicks, rather 
than influencing the minds faud 
he^s) of as maay^ of our fellow 
beings as possible, with intelligent 
aigument and acti'vity, not once in 
five years, but week in w-eek out. 

Mass communications, once in a 
while, may feature mdical ideas but 
day in day out they are “plugging"’ 
the Establishment ideas, capifehsm, 
competition. Queen and cold-war. 
law-and order. Aity radical feature 
i$ a. pin in a hav^ck—'when it is 
ana mtr lynen it 

isn’t it serves to ^rpetuate the 
prejudices’ about anarchists being 
either bomb-throweis or ineffectual 


utopian cireamcn:.

JT is true that for a decide or iwti 
at the end of the 19th century a 
number of anarchisLs (as well 
non-anarcbistsl resorted iri acts of 
rerrorism—'Somc praiseworthy others 
pathological. To portray the anar¬ 
chists as bomb-throwers and baby: 
caters, as did the gutter press right 
into the '30s. is as untrue cind 
ridiculous as ft would bo to describe 
capitalism today by reference to the 
employment of child-la hour in the 
mines and factories of Britain w hich 
was commonplace w'hen some an- 
archist.s were aaswering back with 
bombs, (tn our opinion history 
will, in due course, justify most of 
the anarchist bombs as human 
gestures as it wdll condemn the ex¬ 
ploitation of child labour as the acts 
of inhuman monsters). 

Anarchist propagandists have* as 
a result of the bomb throiver pub- 
lidty given to them by the gutter 
press fallen-Qver-backwards for the 
past half-cktnuiy' to live dow^n thdr 
^*pasr an I to'^create the opposite 
hrnage“. 'ShcCr time-wasting in 
every respect it only wc have the 
wit to dra\^ conclusions from tfur 


'JTJDAY that same press which 
made every' coascience-siricken 


bourgeois tremble In his bed at the 
thought that the next anarchist bomb 
might be under it. is just as hiirily 
aiiacking the anarchists--but with 
the diflercnce now that its purpose 
is to write olF anarchism as the 
dclighlful but impossible drcjim of a 
crankish sccL cut off from the 
realities of life in the 20th century^ 
etc. . , , f If one is to draw ctm- 
elusions, they arc that the interest 
of the organs of mass communi¬ 
cations in anarchism is to destroy 
rather than to further the chances of 
acceptance of the idea by a growing 
section of the public. 

Because most anarchists have 
never pinned their hopes in. or e;s- 
pcctcd* the capitalist pub Heists to 
further their cause, we have never 
been disappointed by 'whai has ap¬ 
peared in the OTgaas of mass com- 
municatioas about amrehism and 
very occasionally we have been 
pleasantly surprised? But not be¬ 
cause wc are prejudiced but because 
we think it ridiculous to expect 
those who firmly believe in aulhori 
tarfm forms of ofganisatjon* and 
social and economic privilege?, to 
favourably expose lihertitrixm ideas 
which are as opposed to theirs* ;j.« 
atnetsm IS to' Chnstiaifilyl ^ 

How this prejudke operates catt 
be observed at every stage. For in¬ 
stance* if one examines a journal*

BALANGINO 
THE BOOKS 

*JTiE first measures taken by the 
Labour Govmiment far trom 
confirming the alleged worst feats 
expressed by the Tory Opposition 
during the elections, simply con¬ 
firms that if you nm the economic 
life of the coTintty with a Cash Book 
and a capitalist outlook whatever 
you hand out with one hand you 
must seek to recoup with the other. 
For the past 13 years the tit-bits dis¬ 
tributed by successive Tory Chancel¬ 
lors have in the main gone into the 
pockets of the havenclass. If our 
memory is not at fault w'hen the 
Tories gave a few tens of millions in 
tax ^'xeltef' to the surtax class it was 
as an incentive to the executives, 
managers, super salesmen and tech¬ 
nicians to pep-up the economy and 
raise productivity. As we know* the 
result was nil. So now the Labour 
Party take office and are informed 
by the same Civil Scrvunls who ad¬ 
vised their predecessors that the two 
columns of the Cash Book won't 
balance lo the tunc of £600m or 
niorc and that they had warned Sir 
Alec and Mr. Reginald but they had 
said it could wait because they had 
more urgent business on hand. Sir 
Alec didn't gome back, Mr. Harold 
instead had lo face the music and he 
did on the 20th day irx office with 
the only measures he or any of his 
predecessors in the Tory gang know 
which w'ere aimed at l>alancing the 
books. So all he did was toe seek 
to curb imports manufactured 
goods* most of which can be pro¬ 
duced here anyway, by imposing a 
15 per cent Import Tfe hoping that 
this “Icmpofary meaSEkfe"' would not 
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upset the continental exporting 
countries that would be affected b>' 
these measures to the point of cuu 
ling down their imports from Bri¬ 
tain! The 6d. on petrol and 6d, on 
standard taxation are presumably 
designed to bring lo the Exchequer 
money which would otherwise be 
spcnl on goods* and so to that e,x- 
tent these taxes will reduce demand 
at least by one section of the com* 
munity. The modest handout to 
the old and sick and the widows as 
far as we can see will be paid out of 
the extra National insurance contri- 
bulions which operate as from next 
March. 

As to w-hai cffecis all this will 
have on the economy Is anybody's 
guess, i’hc cxi>erts. the cconomisis, 
arc as usual not agreed. Some say 
It was an iofationary budget others 
that it is deflationary, which pro¬ 
bably mcaas that apart from bal¬ 
ancing the books, and transferring 
a few critmbs from the cake of pro¬ 
duction to those desperately in need, 
nothing is changed. 

At the Lord Mayor's banquet last 
Monday Mr. Wilson assured the 
assembled company of financial 
tycoons that his govemmcni was 
“ever willing to encourage invest¬ 


ment (though) I cannot say the 5iame 
about speculation'^. A play on 
words surely for capitalism is specu¬ 
lation, not only with finance but 
with the labour" of millions of indi¬ 
viduals w'ho are obliged to sell thcif 
labtJur pow'cr to those who control 
the means of production* And this 
spotrelaiion can only be ended when 
capitalism i.'; ended.

'pHE Americans are experts oo 
corruption. When they wanted 
some concession on the niincs, they 
got 11 from Juan Lecliin, the miners 
represeiitaiive. All they Jiad to do 
was to dangle before his nose a 
lovely call-girl from New YorKp 
preferably very while and very 
blonde. She came and she went, 
and Lechin was happy for a brief 
while. For, as one poliliclan whom 
everybody laughs at, said in Con¬ 
gress: “What w^e have to do is to 
import 10,000 prostitutes from Italy 
or France, Then w^e shall have no 
re volutions ajid wee shall all be 
happy,” 

Siles Suazo look over from Paz 
in 1956. The law specifies that no 
President can stand for a second 
consecutive term, so Paz came to 
London as ambassador, li is not 
so important as Washington, but it 
is the highest paid post in the 
diplomatic corps. 

Siles' government stagnated to 
help corruption increase. Paz^s 
government had been given a brief 
respite with the exploitation of oil. 
Under Siles, even that was failing. 
The mines were in the same con¬ 
dition, miners were idle but paid, 
as now- they had the weapons. All 
that was needed was new machinery, 
new mines to be opened, to give 
them work. Rich deposits of tin 
were discovered in certain regions, 
on the surface of the earth. There 
is no need of expensive machinery, 
as the deposits can be exploited 
with a bulldozer and many men 
With picks and shovels working in 
the open air, where they would have 
a chance of not catching tubercu 
losis. But the MNR politicians 
could not get their fingers off the 
dollars. The resources of the coun¬ 
try' were kept a secret, their possible 
exploitation never mendoned. But 
a big hullabaloo was made to con¬ 
vince people accusiomed to the cold 
of the mountains, to migrate to the 
jungle. The economy, they said, 
had to be diversified. A typical 
case of corrupiion is the Bolivian 
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Power House Co. U is an Anglo- 
Ciinadian company that supplies 
most of ibe country's electricity. 
Its machinery is old and power cuts 
are an everyday, or night, occur¬ 
rence. There is a constant rationing, 
A German firm offered to install 
generators. Bolivia has many rivers 
and lakes. The Germans would 
build dams and supply the machin¬ 
ery to supply the whole country with 
constant electricity. They would 
provide the work and the money. 
Their only condlion was that their 
xonipany would reap the profits for 
the first fifty years. After that, they 
would deliver the whole business to 
the government. The Canadian 
director of the Bolivian Power 
House Co. gave I0,f)00 dollars to 
a certain politician. The Germans 
were told no. 

In I960, Paz Esienssoro came 
back from London to have himself 
elected agan. One could notice a 
change in him. He now wore 
uveeds, smoked a pipe and his hat 
was very similar to the one worn 
by Macmillan shooting grouse. In 
his speeches, he did not use “liwi- 
nuno” any more. 1960 w^as also the 
end of Falajige Soclalista Boliviuna. 

in April, Falange attempted a 
coup d\haL Snipers shot from 
rooftops at women and children 
going to the market. The militia 
came out, as usual, spontaneously, 
without being called. Most of 
them do not defend politicians, but 
they do defend their Revolution- 


which they have entrusted to politi¬ 
cians. It wus a sad thing to shoot 
at a sniper and later discover one 
had shot a fourieeii'year-old boy. 
It was a sad thing for a militia- 
woman lo capture a sniper and slap 
his backside, weeping, telling him 
to go back to his mother. Those 
were the Falange “men” of that 
morning, dhe leaders who had 
convinced children to become killers, 
numbering 19, had been trapped at 
five tn the morning in the barracks 
they had assaulted. They had shot 
several sleeping^ conscripts when a 
Ueuienani api reared with a sub¬ 
machine gun, The barrack gales 
w^ere closed and they were prisoners 


trapped in a dormitory. The lieu- 
tenant disarmed them, stood them 
against a wall and machine-gunned 
them. Afterwards, he explained: 
“They made me angry beecause they 
killed my little soldiers.’' But ilie 
other “men" of the Falange, after 
having taken group photographs of 
themselves in cowboy hats, went to 
the rooftops around (he markets. 
The leader of the Fa lunge. Unzuga 
de la Vega, was hiding in a house 
wailing for news of victory, IT the 
blow failed* he was to be brought 
a suitcase wtih 40,000 doJIars lo 
flee the country for a very long exile. 
But the subordinate with him, after 
the delivery of the suitcase, decided

radical pacifisu engage the atten- 
Iton of thoughtful people towards housing 
and tho need for groups of people them¬ 
selves to challenge the rent edllcctors 
and their bosses who enforce eviciion 
or increased rents? How can wc re¬ 
move this blockage about , , , the need 
for the government to ael . , . how can 
we stale our ideas in situaiions which 
need ihe auention, in present society, 
for existing government machinery to 
deal with landlords conieni only with 
making bigger and bigger profits? I 
believe one way is lo follow up contacts 
and associations with those who are 
themselves struggling against suc^i land¬ 
lordisms as Audrey Harvey calls the 
whole business of profiteering from ten¬ 
ants' basic need of shelter! This strikes 
me as the real name "Landlordism" the 
root cause, not Rachmanism a symplom. 

Of course we can help to set up fresh 
housing associations, combat evictions 
and organize resistance to property mer¬ 
chants and their evasions, deceptions 
and intimidations—but could we Ttot 
carry oui more surveys—practkal sur¬ 
veys of local conditions; find out the 
position of elderly and poor families in 
order the belter lo know who—in our 
own area—is responsible for homeless¬ 
ness and illness due to sireei-fcar . . 
the fear of sleeping in temporary 
shelicr, or public institution? 

Trickery as the swindling landlord’s 
work is called in the new Penguin 
Special { fftwnls in Danger by Audrey 
Harvey, price 3/-) is but a natural 
element of the class of person who 
caring noi one iot or little for ihe person 
who is forced to seek a room in some, 
one, person's house; then goes on lo 
bleed the man or family for as much 
as he can for as Jong as it is sufficiently 
profitable, and when ii isn’t throws him 
out for one who will pay more. 

Audrey Harvey says of this lype= 
the Landlord—that “he will continue to 
exist—and so will homeless families— 
as long as land and rented houses re^ 
main in private hands," And suggests 
Ihai the government should be in con¬ 
trol. or rather the more permanent 
machinery of slate. Now whilst as an 
anarchist 1 do not like this idea over¬ 
much I like even less the present free - 
for - all - those - with - money - and - 
properly gang.

^HE West End of London had a sec¬ 
ond remembrance of the dead in 
two World-Wide and numerous other 
wars on Saturday^ the I4ih November, 

The 'soldiers' on this parade were the 
moUcy band of pacifisic, anii-miJiiarists 
and nuclear disarmamenl campaigners 
taking part in (be pageant organized 
by the Peace Pledge Union lo depict a 
half-century of war. The tableaux (led 
off by Ihe A.F.ff 's crocodile) ,'Slarled 
with a scroll of wars and crises in almost 
unbroken chronology to 1946 

A band playing tunes of ihe 1914-18 
period preceded a iraiu of young soldiers 
leaving for Ihe War to End War. Pass¬ 
ing through the piournful aftermath of 
this war, with its orphans* its young 
graves* Ihe ‘world fit for heroes' represen¬ 
ted by m uncmpit>>'»id soldier playing a 
barrel organ, the procession traced the 
steps to the next war via the Versailles 
Treaty [a weal her inhabited in 

one side by Britannia (whose thick black 
beard evoked an image of Mars|. the 
other by a strutting Adolf HillerJ, the 
Spunish Civil War, the ever-present 
causes of war* onwurd lo the War lo

So fic 
shot his boss, made u look like a 
suicide iincl fled with the 40XKX> 
dollars. The remnants of the F,il- 
ange fled the country, or went to 
the jungle city of Santa Cnir. New 
elenictUs canic in, they organized 
guerrillas and took ihc jungle as 
their training ground. Today, they 
are a strong force, well armed, ready 
to act* f:)erhiips with the help of the 
Brazilian Army. And undoubtedly 
witli the help of the “safe" natives 
working in Americati Aid agencies. 

In 1961 a certain anarchist was 
in La Paz searching for radio valves 
and any piece of cable he could lay 
his hands on. He is a determined 
man and the result of his search 
was the installation of 16 broadcast¬ 
ing siaiioas in the mines. The 
miners had by 1963 a complete 
control of communicaiions. They 
broadcast syndicalist news and 
plays, from Shakespeare to anything 
worthwhile to keep the revolution- 
ary spirit alive. If ihcre wa,s any 
sign of trouble, generally army 
manoeuvres nearby* programmes 
would be intermpiecl with the dram¬ 
atic ajinoLincemeiK; “Wc are Irans- 
niitting from the bottom of the 
mine. Wc arc about to be attacked 
. , , “ The manoeuvres ceased im- 
medtaiely. 

Ptiz Estenssoro was elected again. 
Juan Lech in was his Vice-Presidciii.

He 
was able to convince because he 
made it a Jaw that only adolescents 
from the working class could enter 
as cadets in the Military College, 
training under officers belonging to 
the MNR. Barientos was one of 
them* but he was sad wdtbout tanksi 
planes and modern machine-guns. 
The Americans complied. 

Kennedy was Presidetu of the 
United Stales* It was rumoured that 
Kennedy intended to make Bolivia 
a show-piece for the whole con¬ 
tinent* Money would be poured in 
right, left and centre. A delegation 
of miners w'as invited to Washing¬ 
ton. Their spokesman told Ken¬ 
nedy : “Do not send us flour* but 
tractors* so that we can plough our 
own fields and grow our own wheal 
Send us machinery for the mines, 
not money. There is so much cor¬ 
ruption that we never see either 
money or flour*"' Kennedy replied: 
"We are looking into the matter." 

Lechtn had to come out into the 
open in favour of the miners. He 
formed his own party to oppose the 
MNR of Paz Esienssoro. ControK 
ling communications as they do 
the miners intercepted a telegram 
to Paz signed by a well-known pro¬ 
fessional killer. In quaint argot it 
addressed ihe Chief saying that 
Lechfn would be dead by nightfall 
The attempts of assassination on 
Lechfn were many and varied. The 
entire roof of his house was blown 
off in one. But. the attempts to 
assassinate General Barrientos* were 
also many but not varied. A bomb 
was usually planted under his bed. 

But it was only Paz planting the 
bombs for Barrientos* The General 
was shoved on him by the Ameri¬ 
cans and he knew that Barientos 
would succeed him as President 
Paz would have liked to do another 
term, as by then, he considered 
himself a perennial Daddy like 
Franco*

volume is then reviewed by a group 
of reviewers who know even less 
about the subject than the author 
and who in ihe course of their re¬ 
views dision facts and inierprcta- 
lions one stage further. The New 
Statesman review, by a Mr. Philip 
Williams, is headed “All or No- 
thing“ and opens with ihis figment

of Messrs. Joll and Williams' com¬ 
bined imaginations: 

Anarchism was a movcmeni doomed 
to fail in modern societi^, since il repu¬ 
diates them totally. Essentially a peas¬ 
ant movement, though il appealed also 
to somo uprooted and downuoddefi 
workers and to some skilled artisans, 
it always looked forward to a peasant 
utopia without modern luxuries to cor¬ 
rupt a life of austere virtue and 
si mp licit y- 

It is not our intention here id 
analyse Mr. JolPs book (this will 
be done at length in Anarchy) but 
simply to point out once again Lhai 
the publicity we can expect from 
the Press is, on balance, harmful. 
And that to rely on it to boost our 
aclivtiies means playing its game at 
the expense of our real task which 
should be on the one hand to buiJd 
up our own organs of comniuni- 
caiton and on the other to extend 
our infiuence by direct contact with 
tile people through workers’ organ¬ 
isations, discussion circles at meet¬ 
ings and demoosiralions and, noi 
least, when the tension between 
Authority and groups of working 
people is greatest. Ideas never 
make their own way unaided; and 
libertarian ideas will certainly never 
penetrate the iron curtain of auihor- 
itarianism withouL ihe determined 
efforts by those who are prepared to 
do more than pay lip-service to 
them,

Bishop Hannon of Wash¬ 
ington said, ‘Ut is simply rhetorical to 
affirm that all nuclear arms are uncon- 
troflable and rhat their desTructive po^ver 
is of such proportions to be uniraagin- 
able". The .Archbishop of Liverpool 
supported him saying that "There may 
well exist objects which in a just war of 
defence are legitimate targets of nuclear 
weapons, even of vast Force. To attack 
a ballistic missile or a satellite mi.ssik

In our time ihe characteristic that 
distinguishes the anarchists from the 
Left in general is not the ends but 
the means. The Left today seeks 
to achieve the classless,, production- 
for-need and “from each according 
to his abilities to each according to 
his needs'*—societyi by parliament¬ 
ary, iegaliiarian means. The anar¬ 
chists are alone and unanimous in 
rejecting parliamentary and legal 
means, but while they will probably 
be unanimous in saying that their 
alternative is revolutionary action, it 
is clear lhat they are not unanimous 
in what they believe this to imply. 
For most of us revolution is the 
overlurning of the existing regime 
and the values it defends with 
violence by the violence of the 
people in arms. It is on this defi- 
nilion that we know we are inviting 
passionate disclaimers from those 
anarchists who will declare that tlicir 
means, their revolution is based on 
non-violent direct aciion. Yet it is 
on the means we propose, that an¬ 
archism, as a way of life, will also 
be judged by those to whom we 
direct our propaganda. The issue 
of violence and non-violence may a( 
this stage in our existence as a 
movemeni appear academic, but the 
fact is that lo build up a movement 
las distinct from a body of sym¬ 
pathisers—needed as well as ihe 
movemeni!) which is capable of 
acting as well as thinking demands 
means which can be seen to be 
realistic in the long term assuming

ment. lit the course of building up 
a movement it is as, if not morCi 
difficult to retain Ihe support of 
those one has won over to the cause 
as it U to win them over in the first 
place. And it is is because while 
we can convince many people so far 
as the idea is concerned we tend to 
be less sure, or less frank, as to the 
means by which the idea will be 
brought about. Yet if we are unan¬ 
imous in rejecting the parliamentary, 
legalitarian roads to socialism—this 
clearly indicates not only a lack of 
faith in authoritarian institutions 
but an awareness of the dangers that 
stem from conferring on individuals 
power over the lives of their fellow 
beings. We live in a world in which 
this exists de facto. What observ¬ 
able reasons are there then for be¬ 
lieving that those who have the 
power will give il up except when 
faced by a force superior to the force 
they can command to defend their 
privilege? For if they are amenable 
to reason then all the anarchit argu- 
mcents against parliamentary elec¬ 
tions, government, etc, , . , must 
inevitably fall to the ground, and we 
should be seeking our means through 
the machinery of government—revo¬ 
lutionary govemmenl! Indeed we 
have as much chance of persuading 
ourselves or others of chan^g 
society by means based on strictly 
non-violent direct action as we avo 
of making the authoritarian Press 
—yellow or quality—sympathetic¬ 
ally inicrprel the antiichist—the 
libertarian— approach and socio¬ 
economic argument. Which is what 
wc started off by arguing.

CHRISTIE-GARBALLO REPORT 


Last Tliursday at a ’lerj badly atten¬ 
ded meeting, a report was gnen on the 
w’ork done by the Chrisiie-Catballo 
Committee, Those who did make the 
effort to fic! to Denison House heard 
about the activities of Libertartan com¬ 
rades in other countries who demon¬ 
strated their support for these two 
imprisoned comractes. There have been 
demonstrati'Ons in .America. France^ 
Unigtuiy. Italy, Sweden and the Nelhcr- 
lands. .As wdl ns demonstrations held 
in London, [here have been others held 
in Glasgow. Bristol, on Merseyside and 
on Tyneside All the candidates in the 
Genera! Election were circularised for 
support, and about 20 responded. Several 
of the London branches of the Amalga¬ 
mated Society of Woodworkers have sent 
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protests to the Spanish Embassy ar\d 
some have given financial support. 

Stuart is receiving good trEiitmcni, by 
prison standards, and is. able to learn 
Spanish, Japanese and printing. He is 
allowed to receive books as long as they 
are not of political conient or liable to 
stimulaie sexual desires. According to 
the British Consulate in Madrid, Ehis 
rules out all newspapers. The Com¬ 
mittee have sent clothing and books, 
but at the moment it is doubtful that 
ho has received these. He is allowed 
to send two leuers per week but can 
receive any number himself. He has 
expressed that he would like to hear 
from friends and comrades, especially 
by postcard as he is making a scrapbook 
of these. ^ 

It is essential that the Christic- 
CarbalJo Coinniittce carries on with its 
w'ork of sending relief to Stuart, and 
it is hoped to Carballo as well, as well 
as the work of pressing for an early 
release. The latter, it was fell, could 
ohljt. be done through olEcial channels, 
as mucli as we regret this as anarchists. 
The Members of Parliament w^ho ga^c 
Lhcfr support arc to be lobbied and from 
this it is hopecd that a pressure group 
of M-P.s might be formed. Everyone 
was in full agreement w^lih this type of 
work through the uincial channels as 
it was fell that it would be the only 
way to achieve results. 

If tho work of the Committee is to 
be continued, and lei us face it. it will 
be a long job, then it must have money.
